With its eighteen colors and two shades of white, 
Teton is the most colorful paper in the Simpson 
text and cover collection. Its palette covers the 
full spectrum, from light to dark, bright to neutral, 
earthy to pastel. Used with conventional trans- 
parent inks, opaque inks or foils, any one shade 
or a combination of them will create the mood 
you’re seeking. 

Color isn’t the only reason forTeton’s popularity. 

It is a true machine felt paper, and its mark is 
exclusive.The finish is pressed into both sides of 
the wet sheet and held by a special blend of high- 
strength wood fibers. These fibers are another 
reason forTeton’s popularity— the strength they 
provide makes it superb for blind embossing, foil 
stamping and die-cutting, and gives it folding 
ability comparable to a rag sheet.These fibers 
also account forTeton’s unique ability to hold ink 
on its surface and produce sharp halftones. 

Each of Teton’s eighteen glorious colors is 
stocked in 80 lb. text, 80 lb. cover and 88 lb. 
reversible cover weights. Tiara, Warm White and 
Ivory are stocked in 70 and 80 lb. text, and 65 
and 80 lb. cover weights.
